ALTHOUGH as this is written there are no fig- 
/Mires available from which the measure of the 
Interstate fair's success may be computed, the 
experience of thc week has already assured this 
community lhat, regardless of financial consid- 
eration, this has been a grea.t fair. We believe 
that most of thc citizens will join with us in con- 
-gratulating the fair association directors upon 
the result of their efforts to pick the fair out of 
a rut and infuse-new vigor into it.
